A Running Fight for Three Miles.

Owaha, March 14 Two of the con-
viets ~Johin Dowd and John Taylor,
aling  “Shorty" Gray-—who escaped
kst Thursaday from the state penlten-

Uary at Lincoln, and Roy Blunt, an
mnocent victim of thelr murderous
altempt to secure lberty, are doad

ai the result of an exciting battle be-
fween the bandits and officers of the
aw yesterday alternoon,

Charles Morley, the third member
ol the trio which escaped from the
rtate prison after Killing three offi-
vials of that institutton, saved his life
by surrendering to the officers with
whom he had fought a running bat-
tle pver two and a half miles of coun-
try with horses on the gallop.

The three escaped convicts were
within striklng distance of the gonl
which they hoped might secure their
safety when the final desperate strug-
#le for liberty occourred.  They had
coverod the streteh from Lincoln to
within ten miles of Omaha's  city
lHmity, and they had expected to re-
celve the protection of some friends

It Was Rifles Against Shotguns.

From the moment of their escape,
the three men hnd employed the same
desparate methods (o protect them-
selves from recapture which featured
thejr escape from prison, and they
did not nesitate, ot the cerucial mo
ment, o attempt to sell their lives
as dearly as possible. It was a futile
attempt, because they were  armnied
with shotguns and revolvers, while
thelr pursuers had o plentirml supply
of repeating rifles and revolvers,

Early i the day the telephone op-
viator at Gretna, abouot fifteen miles
south of thiz eity, gave the alarm of
the presence in that vicinity of the
desperate men, It had the resull of
bringing 1o the vicinity no less than
six organized posses. They included
one from Omaha, composed of detec-
tives and police oficers, another com-
posed  of Sheriff MceShane and  his
deputies of this county; a third was
made up of Sheriff Hyer and  his
deputies from Lincoln; Sheriff Chase
aof Sarpy county with  his  deputies
were nlso within striking distance and
South Omaha sent (wo pogses yndar
Chief of Police Briggs and the Gret-
nie company of militla were early on
the seene,

The Death Chase Begins.

Chief Briggs of South Omaha and
his deputy, John €. Trouton, were
leaders in the party which finally ov-
ertook and vanquished the three con-
viets and shot an innocent vicetim of
their desperate  dash  for liberty,
Briges left this elty on an early morn-
ing special train with several Omaha
police officers, They left the train at
Springfield, about fifteg
of here, and there learned the move-
ments of the convicts, ‘The men had
broken into a store at Murdock, be-
tween this city and Lincoln, and stol-
en guns, ammunition and
and of this fact the officers were ap-
prised.

It was learned that the men were
on their way north, with Albright, an
Omaha suburb, as their destination,
and the chase then began, Chief
Briggs secured a fast livery team at
Springfield, Sheriff Chase also had a

wd team and Sheriff Hyers of Lin-
oln joined the party.

Three miles out of Springfield, the
posse learned that the convicts had
foreed James Blunt and his wife, par-
ents of the muardered man, to  give
them breakfast and furnish a team
i wagon, with which they hoped to
vEedpe to Albright, The chase began
itoonee,  Eyvery man in the party was
heavily arned with rifle or revolver,
The rural telephone playved its part
the chase and the puarsoers were
abile to learn from farmers the route
of the progress of the desperate men,
A Running Fight For Three Miles.
Reaching a point eight miles from
the officers came up  to  the
vehicle carryving the convicts, mnear
Miwinkle school, Young Blunt was
foreed to keep his horges on o oran,
but the officers kept up the chise un-
(1 they were within ¢ few hundred
viards of the flesing convicts. Then
Chief Briggs' driver, who led the rest
of the party, balked and refused to

drive further.

Chief Briggs himself
and  whipped the

gullop, When they were within a
hundred yards of the pursued men
Hriges and Trouton opened fire with
thelr rifles.  From that time until
Morley finally surrendered it was a
dashing fight over three miles of
rough country roads.

The convicts were armed with shot-
cuns and revolvers, Hails of shot
came rattling into the faces of the
pursners and their horses, while the
revolver bullets were poorly aimed
and were spent in the spow-drifts on
their side.

Farmer First to Fall,

Finally there was a half,
young Blunt toppled back into
wagon, the victim of a bullet, Chief
Briggs jumped from the buggy In
which he was riding and with delib-
erate alm fired at the men in the
wagon. Meantime other members of
the posse came up and joined in the
tusiliade against the desperate men,

John Dowd was the next to fall
Chief Briggs believes he was a vietim
of one of the bullets from the posse,
but Conviet Morley asserts that he
fired a bullet into his own brain.

Briggs then went to the wagon, tak-
ing Morley with him, and found the
Hieless bodles of the vietfms of the
hattle. The bodies of the dead convicts
were turned over to Sheriff Hyers of
Lintoln and that of young Blunt to
hig family, Hyers also took Morley
back to Lincoln on an afternoon train,
Briggs and Trouton recelved several
slight flesh wounds as a result of the
shotgun fire of the conviets, but they
were Insignifteant

That the escaped convicts were lost
for a while during the early part of !
the day Is evident., They secured thelr

bearingss  after a breakfast at the
Blunt home,  Thelr objective point
was  Omaha and they told young

Blunt that if he took them swiftly to
Albright, the Omaha suburb, ne harm
would come to him,

Blunt Just Married,

Blunt was 22 veurs old and had heen
marvied but two months, His young
widow was prostrated when his body
was returned to the family home by
his brother

Following the final battle, several
bundred farmerg arrived on the scene
amdd the procession which followed the
officers baek to Gretna was neuarly
two miles long.

At Gretna the different posses dis-
persed to their own cities,

hief of Police Brigegs and John
Trouton, his deputy, who did most of
the shooting, had little to say about
the Killing of young Blunt. Hriggs
declared he could not tell who fired
the shot which killed Blunt, but Trou-
ton intimated his bellief that Blunt
died from a bullet fired by one of the
convivts,

Morley Sorry About Blunt,

Lincoln, March 19— Chuarles Morley,
the living member of the trio of con-
viets captured after a four-day hunt
vesterday and who Killed three men
to escape from prison, will probably
be given his preliminary hearing the
latter of the week. The charge which
will be filed against him will be that
of “conspiracy with intent to commit
murder,"”

“We have filed an Information
against  Morley, Dowd and Gray,
charging murder in the first degree,”
sald County Attornev Harger this
morning, “but we will be unable to
rely on that as we have no proof as
to which convict fired the fatal shots.
The charge of consplracy with intent
to commlit murder covers the same of-
fense and meets with the same m-n-l
alty as the first degree charge,
the elements are different.

Morley's trial will probably occur
second on the criminal docket in the
April term of court, about April 20,

“We stopped at a farmer’'s named
Elmer Hull and there we We
left them tied up and ecut their tele-
phone wires, Near there we stole o
handear, We thought we were sure
to get away and we were headed for
the rock quarries at Louisville, but
changed our route,

“We kept on north until we reached
Blunt's, about four miles north of the!
track, There we ate again and talk-
od with the Blunt boys, Roy and Lloyd
and made them give us a team. We|
knew that the posse was then on|
behind us so we took Roy Blunt as
# hostage and left a note to the posse
telling them of this,

“From then on north for ten miles
we kept out of sight of the posse,
though we constantly met posses of
farmers., These however, were arm-
ed with shotguns and whenever they |
saw us they turned and drove the
other way. About fourteen miles
north of the tracks the lead buggy of
the sheriff’s posse, which was strung
out back of us for two mlles, came
| within shooting distance of us.

“We fired first, but they promptl¥

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“We gimply left in a bunch and
aeross the prison yard, We
entersd the chapel and Taylor went
over to the deputy  warden's office.
Thore he shot the deputy warden
Deputy Warden Wagner was the gam-
est man we met. He drew his re
volver and tried to shoot Taylor, but
wang dving at the time. When we
made our escape we were armed with
four revolvers.

Their Hands and Feet Frozen.
“After our eacape from the peniten-
tinry we had a terrible time in  tpe
blizzard. Wo were almost exhausted
when we reached the shelter,  All of
we had our feet and hands frozen.
“The next morning we held up o
milk wagon boy and after securing
breakfust ot his home, forced him
to haul us to the eliy.  After he [et
us out in Lincoln we struck for some
railroad sheds and after staying there
a while wi went to Havelock, There
we gpent the night in a barn and
also stayed the next day, We were
nearly found there  several  times
when the man came to get hay for
the animals, We were covered up
in the hay and once | had to draw
up my legs to keep the man from
pleking them up in the armload of
feed.

Reed, it is sald, was “chummy”™ with
Gray' for weeks before he was dis-
charged  This and the fact that he
was in Lincoln the week of the mutiny
is believed to be sufficlent grounds
for his arrest until an investigation
can be made, The police believe that
he Is guilty and every attempt will
be made to get the facts concerning
his Lincoln visit,

It is also belleved that Reed plan-
ned to have the three conviets come
to Omaha upon their escape and hide
them here until the excitement blew
over. This helief {8 baged upon the
fact that all of the progress of the
mutineers was towards Omaha,

Barring the presence of the militin-
men, evervthing at the penitentinry is
now going along as if nothing unusual
had happened. The convicts were all
at work at thelr usual tasks yester-
day and other prison routine hasg been
taken up,

Another Great Blanket of Snow.

The weather bureau forecasts fur-
ther heavy snow, falling temperature
and high northerly winds,

The most severe of a series of ree-
ord breaking snow storms swooped
down unexpectedly upon northern Ne-
braska and southern South Dakota
during the night., At 9 o'clock ten
inches had fallen in Norfolk and this
heavy blanket extended north to the
Rosebud country and west to  the
edge of Nebraska., It became lighter
toward Omaha, there being but three
Inches at that hour in Omaha,

People coming down town during
the morning had to wade through an
unbroken ocean of snow knee deep.
There were no gaps, no bare spots to
afford relief In the exhausting effort
to get through,

A north wind was blowing and this
filled railroad cuts to the utmost.
Train service in all directions was
paralyzed and in many instances
trains were totally abandoned.

Within ten hours the rallroads had
changed from fighting washouts to
bucking snowdrifts. The snow came
without warning, “threatening” being
